C. Prick, of the Carnegie Steel Co., 
Friday started up a portion of the 
Homestead mills with non-union men. 
Their number wbc. sixty. The strikers, 
who still maintain a keen watch on all 
the ftpproachea to the mills, arc ignorant 
of the fact that Mr. Prick has already 
started a portion of the mechanism oi 
the hupc mill plunt with non-union 
men, Mr. Prick's agents smuggled 
these men into the mills. None of the 
lnekwl-out men discovered their en- 
troncv. The striken,' patrols, despite 
their yUrilunce, have not yet discovered 
the fact. Mr Krick ha* in fact already 
conaumtnated in part his determination 
to hnwe one or two departments of the 
Homestead mills in operation within 
luenty-fnur hours after the adjourn- 
meat of the ponderous congressional 
committee that has kept him so busy 
during the past three or four days. 

Friday morning I «aw the smoke curl- 
ing lazily upward into tho sultry morning 
oir from the top of one of the tall chim- 
ney stacks that tower high above the 
tall whitewashed mill fence. From a 
pipe that stuck its head above the eaves 
of the armor-plate mill puffs of white 
steam were tossed upward. It was the 
first evidence of activity I ' 
about tho mills for ten<lays,*i 
one of the locked-out mill a 
smoking his pipe oi 
Offioe, if the mills wen 
lie said: "At workY 
nobody at worS but a detail of men 
from headquarters, who are operating 
a pump lifting water for the troops to 
the top of the hill yonder, where yon 
see the tent* of the soldiers. " That is 
where he was mistaken. This man has 
been on picket duty for the locked-out 
men for a fortnight past ne did 
not know what I knew and Gen- 
eral Manager Totter knew that the 
puffs of steam and the curling smoke 
that lightly wreathed the chimney 
stack of the armor-plate mill were 
silent evidence of the fact that Chair- 
man Trick hiwi made pood his determin- 
ation to start up the works. If only ons 
department could lie put in operation 
with non-union labor, as soon as he 
could get the opportunity. The oppor- 
tunity came to him Friday. The mill is 
in operation. The men nt work are 
non-union men. 

How Mr. Frlck smug-pled the man is 
not known. 

That It is possible to smuggle 
sixty men into the wortcs in 
one dny without the fact becoming 
known to them, seems strnnpe to those 
who are acquainted with the thorough- 
ness of the watch for non-union men 
maintained in Homestead and at all its 
approaches by the locked-out workmen. 
At this rate of progress, the days will 
not be many before Mr. Frick will have 
I very considerable portion of the huge 
mill plant in operation and manned by 
non-union men.

BAD FEELING 

Growing Among the Locked Out 
Mill Men at Homestead. 



Another Outbreak There Can Be Ex- 
pected at Most Any Time. 



I kit Illarlea Dram. By tht> Sol.ller»-The 
Mlllta Under Ordere Not to Talk With 
striking Mill *ten- The Town Still 
I'hU-oII.-.I l»v the Irmeri Troop*. 

Homestead, Pa., duly 10.— Relation* 
lift wren the militia und mill men arc 
becoming strained. At first the troop* 
were regarded as so many fellow work- 
men temporarily wearing the state uni- 
form and required to preserve order, 
yet in sympathy with the locked-onl 
employes of the Carnegie mills in theii 
fight against capital, non-union laboi 
and the Pinkertons. 

The advisers and leaders of the men 
said that the troops were coming at- 
their friends, and when the boys in blut 
mingled with the townspeople, drank 
beer with the steel workers and gavi 
them cartridges iu exchange for relic* 
of the fight with the i'inkertons. this 
feeling prevailed. But after the first 
day the lines have priulually l>een tighv 
ening and strict discipline prevails in 
the camp and in the town. 

The soldieo ore under orders not tr 
talk with mill men, and those who can 
not show twenty rounds of cartridges 
, have been reprimanded and disciplined. 
.Thursday night when pickets wen 
thrown out around the Carnegie mill, 
and soldiers stood within 11 half-dozen 
yards of each other, ono side of the 
borough of riomestead. and on the oth- 
er the celebrated stockade, which Mr. 
Friek placed around the mill in good 
season, the situation was made clear to 
the men. Those who were halted ;it the 
point of the bayonet when they at- 
tempted to pass down Eighth avenue in 
front of the mills became indignant, 
and gangs of mill men began to gather 
in the town near the mill 

Down along the tracks of the Pitts- 
burgh, MeKeesport and Voughiogheny 
railroad, which runs through the Car- 
negie property, several ganirs of men 
were dispersed by the patrol at 2 and 3 
o'clock this morning. The special po- 
licemen of the Ilorough ordered these 
men to go to their homes, but the men 
refused, and would not move on. The 
patrol then took the matter in hand and 
cleared the street. 

The mill men had been drinking and 
indulged ia loud talk, defying the mili- 
tary autnorities as well as the local 
police. 

Right at the coi ner of the mill prop- 
erty a crowd of excited strifceVs gather- 
ed and blocked the sidewalk nearly all 
night. They taunted the soldiers, 
whose picket lino was not twenty feet 
away, and refused to go to their homes 
when asked bv » heir leaders, who feared 
a collision. Th.' first clash between 
the civil and the military authorities 
occurred shortly ufter midnight, Amos 
Stewart, the hio-h constable of the 
borough, was arrested by the patrol and 
placed iu the guard house until morn- 
ing.
